Dear  Customer: 


Genuine  opportunities  in  the  numismatic  market  occur  relatively  infrequently.  A  review  of  cyclical  activity 
over  the  past  twenty  years  indicates  such  occasions  arise  only  a  few  times  per  decade.  It  is  my  sincere  convic¬ 
tion  that  the  next  several  months  offer  an  opportunity  of  the  highest  order  to  acquire  choice,  rare,  U.S.  coins  at 
levels  now  recognized  throughout  the  industry  as  extremely  favorable.  My  belief  stems  from  three  measures, 
which  over  time,  have  been  reliable  and  proven  indicators  of  the  rare  coin  market. 

The  first,  and  easiest  to  correlate  is  the  link  between  precious  metals  prices  and  rare  coins.  Bullion  has 
behaved  as  a  leading  indicator  since  August,  1971  when  the  dollar  was  officially  devalued,  and  a  comparison 
between  the  two  reveals  a  three  to  six  month  lag  in  rare  coin  prices  to  changes  in  bullion  levels.  Most  analysts 
believe  that  the  metals  market  entered  a  long  term  "Bull"  phase  during  the  summer  of  1982,  and  substantial 
gains  are  forecasted  through  1986.  So  far,  the  scenario  is  unfolding  nicely,  with  gold  up  over  $200  from  its 
cyclical  low,  and  silver  up  by  an  even  greater  percentage. 

The  second  major  factor  to  consider  is  the  broader  impact  of  economic  rates  on  the  allocation  of  investment 
dollars.  The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  marked  reduction  in  interest  rates,  which  has  loosened  available  funds  for 
investments  in  areas  other  than  the  monthly  markets.  Further,  while  the  inflation  rate  has  temporarily  cooled, 
dramatic  increases  in  the  money  supply  portend  a  return  to  higher  levels  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

The  final  factor  which  influences  the  market  is  the  profile  of  the  participants  who  are  active.  This  closely 
parallels  the  long-wave  cycle,  whose  early  phases  are  characterized  by  strong  collector  interest,  with  pro¬ 
gressively  greater  investor  activity  occuring  throughout  the  cycle,  ending  in  heavy  speculative  buying  at  the 
peak.  The  current  make-up  of  the  numismatic  market  is  weighted  heavily  towards  the  experienced  collector,  in¬ 
dicative  of  price  levels  which  are  in  equilibrium  with  the  natural  forces  of  supply  and  demand. 

The  only  constant  in  the  rare  coin  market  is  change.  This  current  situation  will  not  remain  static  for  more 
than  a  few  more  months.  Now  is  clearly  the  time  to  take  advantage  of  bullish  bullion  markets,  low  interest  rates 
and  a  natural  dip  in  the  long-wave  coin  cycle.  If  you  have  been  observing  the  market  for  the  past  two  years,  I'm 
sure  you'll  agree  that  this  is  indeed  a  rare  opportunity  to  either  add  pieces  to  your  collection  which  may  be 
unaffordable  in  a  few  years  or  diversify  your  tangibles  portfolio  with  prudent  numismatic  purchases.

How  vigorous  the 
growth  in  rare  coins?

Attempts  to  analyze  the  current  state  of,  and  prognosticate  the  future  direction  of  the  rare  coin  market 
often  leave  the  individual  attempting  such  endeavors  feeling  like  a  blindfolded  rider  on  a  roller  coaster.  He 
really  doesn't  know  where,  or  when  the  peaks  and  valleys  are  coming,  but  he  can  certainly  tell  when 
they've  just  passed.  If  one's  sense  of  inertia  can  remain  intact  after  a  twenty  six  month  fall,  the  bottom  of 
the  market  was  finally  seen  last  July.  No  fanfare,  no  headlines  and  as  is  the  case  with  market  bottoms,  no 
buying  panic."  For  some  reason,  bull  markets  like  to  crash,  and  attract  everyone's  attention.  Bear  markets 
prefer  to  laboriously  arise,  disturbing  practically  no  one.  Nevertheless,  by  late  August,  everyone  who  had 
been  on  the  ride  knew  they  had  recently  changed  direction. 

Perhaps  it  was  gold  bullion,  which  briefly  stuck  its  toe  in  the  icy  waters  under  $300  and  then  ran. 
Perhaps  it  was  the  interest  rates,  which  after  nearly  squeezing  the  life  out  of  the  economy,  began  to  relax 
their  grip  and  head  south.  Or  maybe  it  was  the  enigmatic  stock  market,  which  chose  the  third  week  of 
August  to  begin  its  most  explosive  rally  in  history.  For  whatever  the  reason,  the  effect  of  these  develop¬ 
ments  on  the  August  1982  ANA  in  Boston  was  vigorously  curative.  Sales  for  nearly  all  dealers  exceeded 
pre-show  expectations.  Auction  prices  showed  unexpected  strength  in  many  areas,  and  proved  that  the 
numismatic  community  could  indeed  raise  the  over  ten  million  dollars  necessary  to  buy  out  the  major  sales 
that  week,  at,  or  above  the  estimates. 

And  from  this  most  closely  watched  and  widely  attended  show  of  the  year,  came  the  analysts.  Their 
September  newsletters  spoke  of  watersheds  turning  points  and  bottoms.  The  optimism  was  infectious,  and 
several  private  investors  began  to  pump  large  sums  of  money  into  the  market  in  across-the-board  type  coin 
purchases.  The  resulting  scarcity  of  choice  coins  produced  the  first  rash  of  plus  signs  in  the  Coin  Dealer 
Newsletter  in  nearly  two  years,  fueling  the  growing  belief  that  the  market  had  bottomed. 

The  last  week  in  October  played  host  to  the  sale  of  The  United  States  Gold  Coin  Collection,  an  event 
which  received  national  coverage.  Total  prices  realized  were  an  incredible  12.5  million,  shattering  price 
records  for  both  an  individual,  regular  issue  U.S.  coin  and  for  a  single  coin  auction  as  well.  Although  a 
great  many  items  in  the  sale  were  extreme  rarities,  the  more  common  "type"  coins  registered  very  strong 
prices. 

By  November,  the  weekly  Numismatic  Journals  were  reporting  brisk  activity  at  levels  up  to  20%  over 
those  of  July.  The  third  National  Silver  Dollar  Convention  in  Houston  was  an  unqualified  success  with 
most  dealers  reporting  "good  sales  at  good  prices."  An  increased  amount  of  collector  oriented  bidding  was 
evident  on  teletype  circuits  during  the  month,  resulting  in  advances  for  type  coins,  dollars  and  com- 
memoratives,  in  four  consecutive  weeks. 

The  New  Year  was  ushered  in  by  the  now  traditional  five-day  F.U.N.  Show,  in  Orlando.  The  activity 
level  was  reminiscent  of  the  pace  set  three  years  earlier,  although  prices  were  at  somewhat  more  comfor¬ 
table  levels.  Both  the  Krueger  and  the  N.I.O.F.  auctions  played  witness  to  the  strong  and  solidly  based  col¬ 
lector  demand  now  in  evidence  throughout  nearly  all  areas  of  the  market.  In  conjunction  with  bullion's 
15%  upward  surge  during  January,  these  two  sales  were  a  clear  indication  that  the  Rare  Coin  market  has 
entered  a  new  phase. 

The  recovery  is  now  underway.  Its  duration,  intensity  and  speed  will  be  felt  by  the  participants  as  it 
rolls  along.  Like  our  blindfolded  rider,  we  do  not  know  when  or  where  the  top  will  be,  but  the  ride  there 
should  prove  profitable  and  rewarding  to  all  the  passengers.  * 
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An  old  saying  holds  that  the  streets  of  Zurich 
are  paved  with  gold.  This  is,  of  course,  an  exag¬ 
geration.  However,  a  number  of  United  States  gold 
coins  have  found  their  way  to  Switzerland  and 
other  parts  of  Europe.  Steve  Ivy  Rare  Coins  is  ac¬ 
tively  involved  in  the  exporting  of  the  finest  U.S. 
gold  coins  from  Europe.

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Miscellaneous  Musings 
on  Proof  Gold

In  1982,  I  was  priviledged  to  catalog  thirty  or  so  pieces  of  Proof  Gold.  I  quickly  became  infatuated  with 
the  aesthetics  of  these  glittering  "meistercoins."  Put  on  the  barest  level  of  analogy.  Proof  Gold  is  truly  the 
caviar  of  Numismatics. 

It  is  still  open  to  debate  as  to  when  the  first  Proof  Gold  coins  were  struck.  Certain  1795  Half  Eagles  and 
Eagles  exist  which  are  obvious  presentation  pieces;  of  the  wonderful  pair  owned  by  Ed  Milas  and  the  awe¬ 
some  Eckfeldt/Smithsonian  Eagle. 

The  first  issue  which  I  would  consider  a  legitimate  Proof  is  the  1820  Half  Eagle.  The  Melish  Sale  of  1956 
contained  all  three  varieties  (Square-base  2  with  large  letters.  Curved-base  2  with  large  letters  and  Curved- 
base  2  with  small  letters).  Colonel  Green  is  said  to  have  owned  at  least  two  of  the  varieties. 

Public  production  of  Proofs  began  in  1858.  Proof  coins  quickly  became  a  fad  and  production  figures 
followed  suit.  Gold  coins,  especially  in  the  larger  denominations,  did  not  receive  the  attention  of  their 
nickel,  silver  and  copper  counterparts.  Obviously  cost  was  a  major  factor.  When  one  considers  that  the 
average  monthly  income  for  a  middle-class  worker  in,  say,  the  1870's  was  approximately  $20-$30  a  month, 
few  people  could  afford  to  buy  Proof  Double  Eagles.  Only  One  Dollar  Gold  Proofs,  which  were 
speculated  on  like  1950-D  nickel  rolls  would  someday  be,  were  minted  in  quantities  of  over  1,000. 

The  vast  realm  of  Gold  Proofs  encompasses  some  of  the  great  rarities  in  American  numismatics.  The 
1875  Three  Dollar,  1875  Half  Eagle,  1887  Half  Eagle,  1875  Eagle  and  the  Double  Eagles  of  1883,  1884  and 
1887  are  legitimate  rarities  which  may  not  be  offered  publicly  for  years  at  a  time. 

Obviously,  not  all  Gold  Proofs  are  of  this  magnitude.  Proof  Ones  are  certainly  affordable  as  are  "com¬ 
mon  date"  Liberty  Quarter  Eagles.  Threes,  Half  Eagles,  Eagles  and  Double  Eagles  are  rare  and  cost  much 
the  same  as  a  new  Cadillac. 

I  have  been  asked  that,  given  the  proper  circumstances,  how  would  I  collect  Proof  Gold.  To  be  honest, 
if  my  budget  was  unlimited,  I'd  buy  a  castle  in  Ireland  and  live  happily  ever  after.  My  coin  scheme  would 
begin  with  the  assembling  of  a  basic  ten  coin  type  set  with  a  Stella  as  a  possible  addition.  My  next  goal 
would  be  a  "mode  of  manufacture"  set.  This  group  would  consist  of  an  early  Proof  (struck  in  an  open  col¬ 
lar),  a  piece  from  the  1850-1890  era  (close  collar  with  cameoed  head  against  brilliant  contrasting  fields) 
another  from  the  1890-1907  era  (brilliant  but  with  no  contrast)  and,  finally,  a  set  of  the  various  experimen¬ 
tal  finishes  of  1908-1916  (light  Matte,  dark  Matte,  Roman  Gold,  sandblast  and  satin).  The  Matte  Set  would 
represent  a  formidable  challenge  but  its  completion  would  be  the  envy  of  any  numismatist. 

Proof  Gold  will  continue  to  make  goosebumps  rise  to  Himalayan  proportions  on  the  necks  of  even  the 
most  advanced  numismatist.  If  I  am  able  to;  in  1983,  catalog  even  half  the  amount  of  Proof  Gold  I  did  in 
1982,  I  will  be  content.  I  may  never  own  a  Proof  Twenty  but  my  mouth  will  continue  to  drop  and  my 
heart  will  continue  to  flutter  rapidly  every  time  I  see  one.  * 
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
